The Texas senate today join- 
ed the house in voting to 
submit the question of legal- 
ization of 3.2 per cent beer 
to the people on next Aug. 
26. The proposed constitu- 
tional amendment to legal- 
ize beer now returns to the house 
for concurrence in a minor sen- 
ate amendment. 
The 
vote of the 30 senators 
present was unanimous. 
No discussion preceded the roll 
.call. Six house members had voted 
against submission. 
Members of the senate hoped to 
make final disposition today of 
a house bill to regulate and tax 
the sale of beer when and If it 
becomes legal. That proposal also 
. must return to the house for con- 
currence in amendments.

THREE KILLED IN 
STORM THAT SWEPT 


NORTHEAST TEXAS 


PARTS OF OKLAHOMA AND 
ARKANSAS ALSO IN PATH 


OF DAMAGING WINDS 


TEXARKANA, Ark., April 27.— 


(#>>—A violent storm ripping across 
parts of Texas, Oklahoma 
ana 
Arkansas brought death 
to

least three persons, severely in- 
jured more than a dozen others 
and caused extensive damage to 
buildings and crops. 


Sweeping out of the west, a 
tornado "raged through a strip of

Texarkana last night, leaving in 
its wake a trial of demolished 
homes, broken timber and flat- 
tened crops.

Local Cotton Mills 
Reopening Indication 


Of Business Pickup 


Keopening of the Corsicana Cotton Mills, one of Cor- 


sicana's oldest and largest industrial organizations, early 
next week on a full time basis has been termed by ob- 
servers as one of the major indications of a business 
pickup in this vicinity. 


Banked as one of the largest if not the largest mill in 


Texas, the Corsicana plant has 15,000 spindles and em- 
ployes between 176 and 200 workers when running on a 
full time schedule. Former employees of the plant are 
now being recalled and a skeleton crew of workmen are 
giving the machinery a final inspection before operations 
are resumed early next week.- 


Officials of the mills said Thursday that ifc would be 


possible to sell the complete output of the plant for sev- 
eral months in advance of production at present, but this 
is, not being done. Sufficient orders are on hand or in 
sight to insure operations for several months at this 
time. 
Market conditions and the workings of the fed- 


eral 30-hour statute are factors which are being con- 
sidered by mill operators in^planning for the future- 


Owned by Local Capital. 


According to M, E. Woodrow, 
vice-president and general mana- 
ger of the Corsicana Cotton Mills, 
the plant began operations under 
its present management in 1911, 
and is owned almost entirely by 
local capital. The plant occupied 
the site of earlier mill built by the 
late Governor George T. Jester in 
the 1890's which was devoted to 
the-making of sheetings and for 
many years did an extensive -ex-

AUSTIN, April 27.—(/P)—A bill 
to increase the tax on oil produc- 
tion from two per cent of value to 
two cents per barrel, will be plac- 
ed before tire senate for its con- 
sideration. The senate state af- 
fairs committee voted last night to 
reccommend that the bill be pass- 
ed.. 


If and when oil reaches a value 
of $1 or morft per barrel at the 
well, the present tax of two per 
cent would be reinstated. Propon- 
ents estimated that under the 
prevailing oil prices the increased 
tax would approximately double 
the revenues to the state. The 
present market price over the state 
ranges from ten cents to more 
than sixty cents per barrel. 


The house had passed the Daniel 
bill to provide for a graduated tax 
ranging from one to twenty cents 
per barrel, depending on per well 
production. The senate committee 
amended the proposal after a long 
hearing. Several members of the

a flat tax of three cents a barrel 
should be imposed. Tho two cent 
tax was substituted for the three 
cent amendment by a vote of nine 
to six.

tinging Up Life 
Before the rich young ruler ap- 


peared on the scene, in Mark's 
narrative, Jesus had dwelt upon 
two other themes, which exper- 
ience has linked with the ques- 
tion of riches. First, was his stern 
arraignment of divorce. According 
to Mark, nearly everybody bound 
for the divorce court will have to 
throw his Bible into the wastebas- 
ket, flout its authority and disown 
its Christ. This passage makes 
bitter reading for those who would 
break the marriage tie for any 
other reason than adultery—and, 
incidentally, it stresses the enor- 
mity of adultery In a way that 
puts much of our modern litera- 
ture, drama, cinema and practical 
conduct in an awesome light. 


Most of the divorces which dis- 
grace our day* are sins of the 
rich. The poor man, on the whole, 
keeps his marriage vows.. The sel- 
fish, petty, carnal state of mind 
which keeps divorce courts busy is 
only one of the by-products of the 
blighting effects of riches. 


Another incident in the Lesson 
text portrays Christ blessing the 
little children, in spite of the pro- 
tests of -His disciples. This king- 
dom of life, this whole scheme of 
living, which is so rapidly chang- 
ing before our eyes, must be shap- 
ed, if we accept Jesus' authority, 
upon the 
child-like qualities of 


simplicity, 
sincerity, 
teachability 


and good will. Our way out Is not 
by communism or fascism, or by 
any other "ism;" but by the Christ 
principle of unartificiaj living, In 
integrity .and iDrotherliness, and in 
obedience to God's will, which is 
perfect freedom.

AUSTIN, April 25.—(#)—Both houses of the legisla- 


ture today directed the appointment of committees to in- 
vestigate a fight in an Austin hotel lobby last night in 
which Representative Gordon Burns of Huntsville was 
severely injured. 


Adoption of motions calling for the appointment of 


committees was preceded by discussion in which the pur- 
ported activities of "major oil companies" in support of 
the new oil commission bill passed by the house yester- 
day were vigorously denounced. Burns was one of the 
leading opponents of the bill. 


The house committee immediate-* 


ly sent for James P. Hart, Travis 
county district attorney, and J. M. 
Griffith, 
justice 
of 
the 
peace. 


Newspapermen wore asked to ab- 
sent themselves from the confer- 
ence. 


The committee discussed whether 


the group of men alleged to have 
attacked Burns should 
be cited 


to appear before the bar of 
the 
house to show reason why they 
should not be held in contempt, 
or the county and district offi- 
cials requested to prosecute them. 


Representative T. H. McGregor 


of Austin was author of the mo- 
tion in the house calling for an 
investigation of the affair 
by 
a 


committee of seven representatives. 
McGregor said it was reported 
that a member of the house had 
been "brutally assaulted" for state- 
ments made on the floor of the 
house in opposition to a bill to es- 
tablish a natural resources com- 
mission to take over the oil and 
gas conservation duties now per- 
formed by the railroad commis- 
sion. 


Both the house committee 
and 
the senate committee of five were 
given plenary powers. The senate 
group was authorized to investi- 
gate the political acivitles of oil 
companies in so far as they con- 
cerned stat|J legislation.
